SEVERAL BUILDINGS BURKED UP.

The Enginecr Instantly Killed While at His
Post of Duty.

ONLY PART OF HIS BONES ARE FOUND

MassiLiox, June 21 — A  trightful
boiler explosion ocenrred between 3 ahd 4
o'cloek this morning, at the Drake Coal
Compuny’s mine, two miles west of this
citv. The engine and boiler, used in sup-
plring power to the works, were completely
wrecked, and severnl buildings about the
works were destroved by the fire which fol-
lowed the rxplusinn. chr_v Yogt, the
night engineer, who happened to be the
only ope on duty st the time, was instantly
killed by the foree of the explosion, and
his body was so terribly burned by the re-
sultant fire that only a portion of his body
was found.

This afternoon the Coroner held an in-
guest, and called before the jury Rinchart
Kellar, General Mavager of the company,
and 1. W. Johnson, of Cleveland, baoiler
inspootor for the Hartford Steam Boiler In-
spection Busurance Company. The latter
testified that in his opinion the explosion
must have boen enused by low waterin the
hoiler. Portions of the boiler were ex-
amined, and indicated this idea to be cor-
rect. The loss to the coal company is about
2,000, which is fully insured.
